Much of this hay must go on
the market; hence, the stage of cut-
‘ing iz most important. The general
tendency I8 to allow the alfalfa to get
too mature before cutting it. The
universal rule of Instruction for eut-
ting alfalfa f& when one-tenth is In
bloom. This represents very nearly
the proper stage. However it is not
always safe to depend on this sign.
Sometimes insect pests attack the
Hlooms and the blooms do not come
out, Again In some sections, late
apring or early summer frosts may
lieck the alfalfa erop and it should
He eut but the indications do not
show in the bloom. A safer plan is
to mateh the basal shoots at the
crowin of the plant and cut when they
ire from one and one-half inches
long. Do not wait until thesg be-
come long enough that they are elip-
ped off by the mower. If this in-
dication of time to cut is watched
for you ean readily see that, re-
zardless of the condition of the bloom
the alfalfa will be cut at the proper
stage. Farmers who are growing al-
falfa for market are prone to allow
the alfalfa to get to mature in order
to get the greatest tonnage, It I8 true
that in the last stages of growth the
plant takes on dry matter or Increas-
« welght rapidly but in total tonn-
age for the season usually there will
bhe more alfalfa from the fields that
are cut at the proper stage. At any
rite, the man who has some stoek oan
ttse the last crop or aftermath for
pasturage or hay to good advantage
and eut hils market hay at a better or
sarlier stage,

The grasses should be ent at or
just hefore the blooming stage, Tim-
ithy is sometimes cut when it has
reached whot is ecalled the “‘second
hloom™; that is, after the blooms
lieve dropped. The better stage, es-
pecially for market lbay, 1s to ent
when It s In full bloom; for feeding
nirpo It does not deteriorate
rapldly or materially if left a Httie
longer,  The ryve grasses and orehard
trass should be cut before they rewch
the blooming stage as tley become
voody wud unpalatable if left lone-
1. The same is true of the Tall (jat
Grass,  Red Top can stand slightly
longer In the fleld than the rye griss-
24 but It too loses in palatabiilty if al
lowad to get to ripe.

While thig brown
hay Is not very good for looks, the
stock relish it greatly, We can over-
mne the problem of over-drying and
sunning the hay by curing it in the
windrow god in the hay cock., In
his way we can keep the natural
sreen color as far ag possible, 1t fe
n better muarket product and food col-

clated. The lagume hays, such a8
vateh, elover, alfalla, ete, are damag-
ed materially If allowed to lie In the
iwath too long. The leaves on these
slants and small stems dry very rap-
dly and drop off. As much as forty
may
be lost by the small stems and leaves
dropplng off of the alfalfa plants,
o not let the hay burn out in the
hot sun when it shoonld be in the
windrow or hay cock.

Ralns ruin a great deal ot hay in
he Western Oregon  soctlon” each
vear, Much more 18 badly damaged
by rain than by sun burning.  Aside
from dlecoloring and injuring the
market value of the hay, rain also
materially allects the leeding value
of the product, Clover and other le-
gume hays are especially susceptible
to damage in feeding value from the
rain.

In general then the legumes should
be cut in the worning after the dew is
off and raked up in windrows as
soon as the . leaves are thorougly
wilted. The curing of these crops
should not be too long delayed aud
the sunning does not improve the
quality. In order to facilitate matters
if the crop Is very heavy, the tedder
should be used as soon as Lie leaves
are wilted and before they become
too dry and are knocked off by this
muchine, 1 we do nol have the
tédder and where the crop is mode-
rately heavy, the next besl solution
I8 to cure the hay iu windrows and
and cocks. Usually these crops
should be raked the same day that
they are cut and then allowed to lie
in the windrow until the middle of
the day the next day they can be put
Into cocks. By putting the hay up
In cocks at this time of day much
warm alr {8 entrapped in the shock
and they will go on and cure much
more rapidly than if put up with
dew or the moisture on them. Two
or three days in small cocks should
cure clover hay enongh for the mow,
be sure that all outside molsture—
raln or dew—Iis off and iittle danger
will be experienced m the hay burn-
Ing in the mow or getting dusty, pro-
viding the crop was cut at the proper
stage. II, for any reason, the hay
cannot be put into the mow when it
s dry enough it should at least be
Jut into larger shocks, These small
cocks wight be taken two or tliree
of thein and put into one lurge shosk
Then If the shock is raked off well
and toped out, it will turn consldera-
Lle wuter. Another common device

used for saving the hay in the fiold
Is to put on mrtifivial eaps. These
iy e made from heavy, unblewcl-

ed muslin or from a light ducking,

They ure made three by three fect
whicli 1= large epough to cover the
aversse shoek. The heavy muslin
oy are inexpensive and are very
effective in kepping the water out of
the huy. Do not ofl or tar these cov-

ers (or they will not allow the air to
clrewdate throngh and the hay will
epoll  just underneath the covers.

A small amount
of salt or lime sprinkled on clover
hay when it is being put in the mow
stack will be a good practice.  How-
ever il does not perform everythinz
that Is usually attributed to It, Al
ternate layers of straw will help to
cure out and keep dainp hay.
MARKET HAY.

More nttention should be given to
the guestion of growing marketable
hay, Much of the land that is now
being farmed each vear to a grain
erop might be put down on a good
permanent grass hay for market hay.
The markel demands hays that are
not badly mixed and are free [rom
weeds and much attention is given
to the time ot which it was cut and
ko to the ouring, Hays that have
been cut too green and allowed to
lient fn the mew or stack are not eons
gidered of very great value and the
warket price Is ent aceordingly. On
the other hand liays which have heen
over-cured are termed “dry hay"
and wie not deslrong on theé market,
In one instance, 48 much as two hiun-
dred pounds of loose hay remained in
the car after the bales had been re-
maved, this hay belng brash and
Mufly would fall out of the bales and
of eourse would not make a good,
murketable product. Both of the
ihave-mentloned grades of hay art
nat so good in feeding value and al-
vy do not have the palatabllity and
e aroma that 1s gsought for fn the
murket.  All too many ranchers of
Oregon are buying hay, Hay, at the
average price which is paid here, 18
a good proposion, We should ar-
range our erop rotationg so that they
will have hay crops. To he sure, we
ghould exercise judgement in select-
i grasees and other hay crops suit-
ed to our conditions. We should
finally pey more attention to cutting
und eurlng of our hay. Tt would add
millions to the Income of the farmers
of Oregon annually ff the present hay
erop was properly handled.
